An estimated 350 school children 
from V'ulcan and district will journey 
to Calgary on Friday, May 26th, to 
see the King and Queen and watch 
the Koyal parade. Although local 
teachers at first refused to accompany 
the children to the city, stating,that 
the responsibility would be too heavy, 
several of the teaching staff have now 
volunteered to go and their number 
will be augmented by persons selected 
by the committee in charge. All child¬ 
ren leaving from Vulcan will wear a 
tag inscribed “Vulcan, No. 20,” to 
identify them, the various schools 
throughout the southern part of the 
province each being allotted a differ¬ 
ent number so that the groups can be 
kept intact and can be easily ushered 
tp the places reserved for them to see 
the parade. 

The committee of representatives 
of the different lodges and organiza¬ 
tions in town, headed by the Canadian 
Legion, will pay the expenses of some 
30 children whose parents are in such 
circumstances that the expense in¬ 
volved would work a hardship on 
them. Careful arrangements have 
been made for the care of the child 
ten while they are in Calgary and 
they will be well supervised at-all 
times. Each child will carry a lunch 
and the City of Calgary will provide 
individual bottles of milk. Majority 
of the children will travel to the city- 
on the special train which leaves Vul¬ 
can at 8:30 a.nt.,, and returning, 

leaves Calgary at 7:60 p.m. and reach 
es Vulcan at about 10:20 p.m. There 
will no doubt be a general exodus of 
the town’s population on that day and 
some children will motor to Calgary 
with their parents. Many of the re¬ 
turned men of the district are also 
planning to be in Calgary on the oc¬ 
casion of the visit of Their Majesties. 

It is understandable that the trip 
to Calgary will be a momentous oc¬ 
casion to most of the children, espec¬ 
ially those from country points, when 
one realizes that fully half of the 
studepts of country schools have nev¬ 
er been to the city and several of 
them have never even seerT a train. 
Surely the spectacle of the Koyal par¬ 
ade and seeing King George VI an I 
Qtieen Elizabeth will be something 
that they will remember for a long 
time, l’raise is certainly due the or¬ 
ganizations and members of the com¬ 
mittee who have made it possible for 
every child who wants to go to be 
present in Calgary on the occasion ol 
the lloyal visit.

THE GIFT OF SPEAKING 


A SINCERE TRIBI TE 


(From The High River Times) 

/"hNE of the pleasant experienced of the past week, was 
attendance at young people’s gathering, in which ev¬ 
ery speaker rose t.o the occasion by giving her little talk 
without the use of notes. This was impressive because of 
its rarity. So many speakers, young and old, prepare ad¬ 
mirable little addresses or toasts, but these lose most of 
their “punch’ because of the constant or even periodic, ref¬ 
erence to notes. A written speech may be excellent, but it 
lacks animation or conviction, and the listener’s attention 
is apt to wander. How much more effective is the well-pre¬ 
pared individual who stands erect, looks his audience in the 
eye, and says what he has to say ( as if it were the spontan¬ 
eous thought of the moment. Such a talk may not have half 
as good material as the written address, but it holds every-^ 
one’s attention and admiration. 

If only a limited time is available for preparing a public 
address of any- nature, it seems an excellent plan to give at 
least as much time to memorizing as to writing. This 
perhaps is advice only for beginners, but it is a good way in 
which to develop ease of manner. The time will come, when 
less preparation is needed and the speaker will reach the 
point where he can “think on his feet,” and express him¬ 
self clearly without advance preparation. 

One of the fin? things which schools may and do, accom¬ 
plish, is to train children in oral expression. The benefits 
of such training last for a lifetime and can be improved 
upon and extended through the years, to as great an ex¬ 
tent as the individual himself desires. One hears so many 
of the older people lamenting their inability to express 
themselves with any assurance or clarity before an aud¬ 
ience. And many a potential leader has failed to realize on 
his leadership, because he is uncertain and indecisive in 
facing any crotvd of people. He gets stage fright. 

Perhaps the supreme tragedy of all public speaking, is 
the unfortunate creature who has neither ideas nor notes, 
but who rambles vaguely oh in a labyrinth of confusion, un¬ 
able to sit down as he should do, and equally unable to 
convey anything but boredom to his audience. 

It is most refreshing to note the ease with which the 
young people can handle any topic allotted to them. Crisp, 
and to the point, they express themselves well, and when 
they are through they stop and sit down. It is a wonder¬ 
ful experience to attend such a gathering. And most grati¬ 
fying of all is the realization that these young people have 
taken time to condense what they have to say, and to make 
their ideas march logically to a conclusion. , . 


A S the King and Queen progress triumphantly across 
Canada, there is jio doubt .that they are achieving 
with even greater success than anticipated, the strength¬ 
ening of the bond with their people. The serious interest 
of the King, the charm and beauty of the Queen, are leav¬ 
ing an indelible impression. One of the most memorable 
experiences must be the spontaneous cheers of the hosts 
of school children, assembled at every point to catch a 
fleeting glimpses of the passing of Royalty. And most im¬ 
portant of all is the establishment-of personal contact, ev¬ 
en in the most transitory appearance. Much can be con¬ 
veyed in a smile, a gesture, an eagerness to see all and 
greet all. 

Canadians are not fond of abstractions, nor of vague 
powers and glories. They prefer to do homage to person¬ 
alities rather than to such lemote authority as is expressed 
in the terms “the.Throne” and “the Might of Empire.” It 
is fortunate indeed that Their Majesties embody to such 
degree, the ideals of kingliness and queenliness, which 
people cherish. It is this fact which is bringing Canadian 
people together in ever-mounting enthusiasm, to expre^i 
by their presence,"their regard for the King and Queen. 
There is nothing pet functory in the w elcome which is be¬ 
ing accorded. It is charged with warmth and a sincerity 
of feeling for (ieorge and Elizabeth. *

/ANF, of the district farmers recently summarized a few 
'“»>f the desirabilities which a farmer looks for in a 
town in which he deals. Above all he wants to have full 
confidence in’the merchant from whom he is buying. He 
wants a candid statement on the quality of goods he 's 
buying. Nothing destroys confidence more quickly, and 
nothing is more destructive to permanent business, than 
any false representation of quality. He realized that the 
farm trade cheated difficulties for the merchant, not be¬ 
cause of a demand for any great variety in one line of 
goods, so much as the great diversification of farm needs. 

Institutions which he regarded as essential to v -a town 
catering to rural population were a good banking service, 
hospitalization, dependable medical service and good 
schools. He believed that to an ever greater degree, the 
town would become the central point of any secondary 
educational training. A town which provides fine educa¬ 
tional facilities is naturally a big attraction for the sur¬ 
rounding countryside. Good hospitalization and medical 
care have become an important modern demand of the 
public, and are a tremendous asset to any town. In the 
case of hospitals, as in the case of schools, the more com¬ 
plete the service, the more greatly is it appreciated. The

King George, previous to his ascent 
to the throne, was best known in Great 
Britain as_a quiet persistent worker in 
the interests of his people industrially. 

Before he assumed the crown he 
specialized in working conditions and 
had been “working president” in count 
less organizations, chief of which was 
the industrial welfare society. 

“Nothing is more important to the 
security and prosperity of the em¬ 
pire,” he has said, “than the keeping 
up of a high standard of industrial 
welfare.” 

Like his father, King George was 
trained mayily for the navy, not the 
throne. He was in naval service from 
the age of 13 until nearly the end of 
| the war when persistent ill health 
I brought serious breakdown. To his 
companions afloat and ashore, he was 
an earnest, lovable young man, and 
under fire in the battle of Jutland, he 
earned mention by Jellicoe. 

After the war he turned to domestic 
industrial problems. In this important 
phase of national life, he was aided by j 
his wife, the Lady Elizabeth Bowes -1 
Lyon. Together they played a full and 
important part in the House of Wind¬ 
sor, and the earnestness of their ser¬ 
vice to the public at. large, became a | 
splendid background, when unexpect¬ 
edly they were called upon to assume 
the burdens of the .Throne.

This Year More Mixing Sta¬ 
tions Are Opened; Menace 
More Concentrated 

Last year Alberta provided 24,- 
•763,457 pounds of bait in an areas of 
approximately 27,000,000 acres. With¬ 
in this area 5,250,000 acres were 
menaced by the ’hoppers and the 140 
mixing station^ operated supplied 
poison for 10,613 farms. It was esti¬ 
mated the cost of the 1938 campaign 
$120,000 and value of crops saved 
around $4,500,000. 

The forecast for the current season 
according to Hon. D. B. Mullen, min¬ 
ister of agriculture, is that damage 
may be expected over a larger area of 
the province, but in some sections 
where very serious outbreaks occurr- 
d in 1938 indications are infestation 
will be lighter. 

“It is expected,” he added, “that 
in the southern part of the province 
the most severe area will develop 
within a 75-mile radius of Vulcan, 
and similar outbreaks may occur in 
the Drumheller-Beiseker area.” 

Emphasizing the northward spread 
of th£-*hopper menace, a minor out¬ 
break is expected near Wembley in 
the Peace River area. 

This year 150 stations are in oper- , 
ation.
